to open inward. His attention was call- 
ed to this, but it was pointed out that 
the doors were frail and near the ground 
and could be forced very easily If It were 
necessary. 
We recommend

doors be hung so as to open outward. 


"The 
request that al trash cans be kept 
at a safe distance from the buildings is 
noted and the attention of the janitors 
and pronclpals has been Called to this 
condition whereever it obtains. 


Arlington School 
"Though this building which has only 
one story has stood for many years with 
the doors opening inward, we recommend 
that these be changed as the committee 
lujtgests. There is a class room in this 
building sometimes caleld an auditorium. 
We do not think it necessary to make an 
additional exit to this room. Should it be 
converted into an "Assembly Room", we 
think th<> exits suggested should be pro- 
vided. 


"The 
letter of transmittal from the City 


Clerk states that the council recommends 
thut the conditions objected to by the 
committee, be improved as promptly as 
posfeible. This report came after the ses- 
ion had progressed over two and one- 
aalf months. The school board called at- 
:ention to our inadequate buildings last 
Spring in the appeal for funds to remedy 
;hem. Unless funds in addition to those 
the board has in view are .supplied, it Is 
impossible for these improvements to be 
made now. Our budget has been made: 
teachers employed, and plans made for 
the year, that we cannot 
meet if our 


funds are diverted. The board feels that 
the risks from fire are no greater now 
than they were last year or during any 
preceding jenr. We are pleased to have 
these conditions presented to the people 
and feel that they will do everything in 
their povrer to enable us to correct them. 
"We cannot help but feel that a demand 
made upon us to make improvements at 
:h!s time is inopportune. Any work that 
s- done while the schools are in session 
makes school work a most difficult thing 
to do. Had these demands come upon us 
the summer months, and funds had been 
provided, it would have been a different 
story. 


'•In making this report, it is not intend- 
ed to complain of the work of the Tire 
Committee nor the City Council, but we 
leel it is our duty to give the public the 
'acts that confront the School Board. Ev- 
ery member of the board Is cognizant of

Sees Results In 


Expert's Visit 


Effects of th« recent visit of 


Ethel 1'errln. child health specialist 
who was "loaned" to the Danville 
schools for a period of two weeks by 
the American Child Health Associa- 
tion, are beginning- to bo noted, ac- 
cording to Dr. ft.

there a new plan of physical educa- 
tion. Her effort was to undertake the 
teaching of health truths to children 
so attractlce as to make them eager 
to grasp the truths Instead of ac- 
cepting them as a perfunctory part 
of the day's curriculum. One of her 
objects, was to Impel a larger con- 
sumption of milk In the schools, and 
by the children at home. Dr. Garnett 
has prepared an elaborate chart giv- 
ing the results of each school room. 
It is 
noted that in the past week 


there has been an increase of from 
3 to 12 per cent, in the number ot 
children now drinking milk. 


In an explanatory note accompany- 


ing the chart, the city health officer 
states: 


"One distinctive feature of this new 


plan is the system of scoring car- 
ried out by each room. This score Is 
based on, 1st, daily care of the teeth. 
2nd, 
dally drinking of milk at school. 


3rd. removing coats and sweaters,In 
school and 4th, cleanliness. 


"The 2nd distinctive feature is that 


of introducing joyousness and "The 
Spirit of the Game" in the place of 
setting up drills -which are more or 
less mechanical. The 3rd feature .of 
the new plan is having the exercises 
in the "open air rather than in the 
school room.

the enthusiasm of both teachers and 
pupils over physical exercises is very 
much increased under" this plan.

When the governor of Texas comes to 
Texarkana one-half of the city cele 
brates, and when the governor of Ar- 
kansas makes an 
official .visit i 


means a holiday for the other half of 
the city. The reason "for this is that 
Texarkana is divided by an imaglnarj 
line running north and south in the 
middle of an avenue named 
State 


Line. On one side of the line the .city 
is governed by the laws of Texas; on 
the other side by the laws of 
Ar- 
kansas. 


The postofflce, straddles the State 
line as does the railroad station. Let- 
ters are formally addressed "Texar- 
kana, Texas-ark," and 
mail 
clerks 


grow nimble jumping from one state 
to another. 
There are two full sets 


of county offices, two 'mayors, two 
city councils, two police departments 
two United States courts, each occu- 
pying its own federal building, two 
United States Commissioners and two 
United States bankruptcy courts. 


About the only only things publicly 


owned that serve both halves of the 
city are the fire department, individ- 
ually 'owned as separate units by each 
city but operated as one department 
under one fire chief, and a joint sew-

'House Progressives 
appointed

committee to confer with Republican 
organization leaders regarding modi- 
fication of House rules and committee 
assignments- It was---indicated, how- 
ever, that this committee would not 
take the intiative in any possible ne- 
gotiations with the leaders. 
Senator Cummins" decision upset ex- 
pectations ot the majority 
leaders 
that he -would voluntarily give up the 
place of president pro tem and retain 
the committee chairmanship. Some 
of the leaders, among them Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, said 
the 
question of selecting a candidate for 
president pro tem probably would not 
even come before the Republican con- 
ference to be held Saturday. 
Under the resolution of the Senate 


which accompanied his election, the 
Iowa senator holds the office of presi- 
dent pro tem at the pleasure of the 
Senate. Some parliamentarians con- 
tends that since the Senate Is a con- 
tinuing body re-election of the presi- 
dent pro tem is not necessary. They 
point to several precedents to sup- 
port their argument. 


Senator Cummins was elected in 


1919 
when the Republicans regained 


control of the Senate and was re- 
elected when the Sixty Seventh Con- 
gress was orgainzed in 1921- Point- 
ing to this re-election some senators 
argue that an election will be in or- 
der. 
Others say that whether it is or 


not an election can be held on a 
x-ote of the Senate in support of a 
motion offered by any senator. Senate 
Progressives are opposed to_ Senator 
Cummins holding- both of his places, 
but the}- nave not yet formally dis- 
cussed among themselves a possible 
course of action as a result of the 
decision of the Iowa senator. They 
have told him that they would sup- 
port him for the ofilce of president 
pro tem. but this was conditioned 
some o* the Progressives say. on his 
relinquishing his committee chairman- 
ship. Whether they will make a flght 
against fcis re-appointment a.«« chair- 
man remains to be developed.

BERLIN. Nov. 27—A communist 
demonstration, khich was staged this 
afternoon in front of the old imperial 
palace, and. which was more in the 
nature of a hunger riot than anything 
else, fizzled out soon after 7 o'clock 
this evening-. The authorities had been 
extremely 
anxious 
because of the 
threats of the -communists, .and -when 
a.'crowd of several thousand, mostly 
unemployed,, had., assembled, in the 
Lustgarten, an imposing array of po- 
lice was at hand to quell disturbances. 
The crowd ' sang communists songs 
but the police were not called upon 
to do more than fire some shots in the 
air: whereupon the manifestants dis- 
persed, all the more quickly as the 
first snow had fallen in Berlin today 
and turned the streets into quagmires. 


An attempt to erect a barricade in 
Breistestrasse behind the palace, was 
frustrated by the police. Several as- 
semblies in the suburbs were also 
easily dispersed by charges, the police 
using their clubs, A few of the dem- 
onstrators were injured and 77 of them 
were pieced under arrest.

The Receiver Off the Hook 


When a telephone user fails 


to replace the receiver on the 
hook a serious interruption to 
the service results. In such cases 
incoming calls cannot be com- 
pleted, and the operator is com- 
pelled to report the line "out of 
order." 


On party lines, if the receiver 


is not replaced at any one of the 
stations, not only is that tele- 
phone affected, but none of the 
other telephones on the line can 
either make or receive calls. 
Thus an entire line is put out of 
service, until the receiver of one 
telephone is replaced. 


Sometimes the receiver is 


accidentally permitted to rest 
upon a book, or some object 
which prevents the hook from 
coming all the way down. When 
this occurs it produces the same 
effect as if the receiver were not 
replaced. 


In cases of this sort a repair 


man must be sent to inspect the 
telephone. Some little time 
must therefore elapse before the 
receiver is replaced, and dur- 
ing this interval calls of great 
importance may be lost to the 
subscriber.

was discovered that 
was 
hought to have belonged to them, 
lowever, the ten men accomplishel 
:he feat with one broken rib the on- 
y a small canoe. 
The first task encountered by the 


engineers was that of trucking a 16- 
ioot boat down a narrow trail blast- 
ed in the side wall of the Canyon, near 
[jees Ferry. This boat was taken by 
auto 140 miles, from Flagstaff. Ari- 
zona, the nearest railroad station. 
The four boats used were eighteen 


"ooters. decked over at both ends with 
water tight hatches and metal cost1 
partments for buoyancy and for keep- 
ng instruments and supplies dry- The 
.ost canoe -was a light collapsible can- 
vas craft, which was so completely 
demolished in Its mishap that only 
the oars, oarlocks and skin were re- 
covered.
